Though Gil Kane can sometimes be an annoying artist 
(with his ህመ of up-the-nose shots), there is a dynamism in his 
work, And that dynamism has found new life in the fine inks 
of Klaus Janson. Janson is a highly talented inker who seems 
equally at home with sglence fiction (LOGAN'S RUN), humor 
(HOWARD THE DUCK), or the gritty street reality of 
DAREDEVIL, In this issue, his inks brought menace to every 
shadow along the way of Daredevil's search. His attention to 
detail (the box of crackers in Foggy's apartment, puddles and 
garbage in the streets, the photographic skyline effect on page 
14, panel 1) is masterful, and the whole effect is further 
enhanced by his use of muted, realistic coloring.
